CONVENE MEETING

Call to Order: Chairman Decker called the meeting to order and led the Board in the Pledge of
Allegiance and a moment of silent prayer.

County Clerk Correspondence & Announcements: County Clerk Wartman announced that County
Executive Farrow signed all ordinances from the December 17, 2019 meeting and that ten (10)
claims had been filed since the last Board meeting.
